The more one learns of the condition of Jewish colonisation in 
Russia on which American Jewry so unwisely poured out millions of 
dollars, the more one must be convinced of the hopelessness of the 
project. That, all along, has been the view of those who brought to it 
anything like an independent and practically informed opinion. The 
latest news from one of the most important colonies in Siberid, is that 
its prospects appear almost. desperate. It is being deserted by settlers 
and new ones to take their places cannot be found. And thia is rather 
the rule than the exception with all these colonies in Russia, despite 
the optimistic reports of them that have been given so as to induce a 
continuance of Americo-Jewish support. A correspondent who knows 
the situation writes 

The leaders of the Jewish colonisation work in Russia are now urging 
the people not to be discouraged as a result of the present unfavourable 
situation in the colonies, which, they say, arose owing to a series of mis- 
‘ understandings. The Jewish Communist organ, the Emess, declares, how- 
‘ever, that despite all the excuses given by the Jewish colonisation leaders, 

they must beheld responsible for the present position in the colonies. In its 
opinion, the Jewish leaders are much to be blamed for the present state of 
affairs.

The new building for the David Wolffsohn Memorial Library in 
connection with the Hebrew University at Jerusalem was opened last 
week by the High Commissioner.

THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH. 


A DISTINGUISHED TEACHER. 


We record with much regret the death, which occurred late on 
Thursday evening in last week, of the Rev. Morris Joseph, Fmeritus 
Minister of the West London (Reform) Synagogue, He was in his 
cighty-second year, and had been until very recently in full posses- 
sion to a remarkable degree of his natural powers. A month or two 
ago, however, he underwent a se! ioustoperation from the effects of 
which he never comp'etely recovered. 

Morris Joseph was born on May 2th. [s48., He was a son of the tev. 
David Joseph, Minister of the Maiden Lane Synagogue, which was eventually

Mr. Joseph's services, which were choral and were 
accompanied by instrumental music, proved a great success, no little 
part of which was due to the earnestness of the preacher, and the high quality 


of his pulpit addresses, The Hempstead Synagogue movement gathered great 


impetus from these services, which proved the need of permanent spiritual 


provision in the neighbourhocd, and Mr. Joseph was invited to beccme the 


first Minister of the Congregation, when it wag decided that it should be a 
Constituent of the United Synagogue. The Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann Adler, 
refused however to sanction the appointment. The inhibition was stated to 
be on three grounds. Mr. Joseph had countenanced the use of instrumental 
music at Sabbath services, he had publicly expressed disbelief in the future 
revival of secrifices, and he had published views at variance with treditional 
Judaism. The Chief Rabbi in a letter to the Hampstead Synagogue authorities 
reporting an interview he had had with Mr. Joseph, said :— 

_ “Mr. Joseph when questioned by me . . . stated that he could not con- 
scientiously read any ef the prayers in which supplication is offered up for the 
restoration of the sacrificial rite. I also deemed it advisable to afford him the 
opportunity of explaining the religious views which he has embodied in various 
sermons which had been published in Taz Jewisu Curonicie. The explanations 
that he offered proved that I had been correct in my surmise that his opinions 
are not in accord with the teachings of traditional Judaism.” © 

These opinions, Mr, Joseph informed Dr. Adler, he would feel it his 
bounden duty to expound and to advocate if appointed Minister of the 
Hampstead Synagogue. ‘‘ I have, therefore, to my keen regret,” declared 
the Chief Rabbi, “no alternative-but to adhere to-my determiriation ,

| The Memorial Service. 


A Memorial Service was held at the Berkeley Street Synagogue 
in the evening. It was conducted by the Rey. Vivian Simmons, and 
the Rey. H. Reinhart delivered the address, in the course of which he 
said: First we think of Morris Joseph as the lifelong seeker of the 
ideal in Judaism. He was a scholar in the finest sense of the word. He 
loved to learn: and the beginning of his wisdom was the fear of the 
Lord. With no mean equipment he applied his powers to the fertile 
fields of Jewish lore; and the fruit that he produced was rich and 
fragrant. Israel itself was an ideal to him, a warm and precious 
burden. He had faith in Israel, even though he saw, perhaps more 
keenly than most others of his generation, the shortcomings 
of the Chosen People. To aspire loftily and to live vigorously 
he held to be in a special sense the commanding privilege 
of the Jew; and to the Jewish aspiration and _ perform. 
ance his own life was dedicated. This Synagogue and the 
movement in Judai-m, of which it is the symbol, were to hima 
special ideal. For him, Reform was the “ vanguard” of Judaism ; he 
held that here we fight not only “for the King, but in the King’s body- 
guard.” And in the pursuit of his ideal, it was his steadfast purpose 
(as he stated in his induction sermon in this pulpit thirty-seven 


years ago) “ never to minimise the differences that separat» Reform.” 


Yet he was no mere @partisan. He shunned contention; and he 
sought the positive and constructive aspects of Reform. For him, 
Reform was not relaxation; but affirmation, pledge, summons, 
challenge. “Progress,” he felt, should be “our watchword”; but 
our path could be justified in his eyes only in so far as it helped us 
to become more religious, more God-fearing, nobler, purer than other 
Jews. So it was that servant and champion of Reform himself, he 
yet won the respect and admiration of those whose views differed 
most widely from his own. But his ideal embraced more than the 
House of Israel. There was nothing narrow about Morris Joseph. 
The glory of Judaism for him ‘lay largely in its humanitarianism 
and its worship of the God Who is the Father of all men, He wasa 
lover of peace, a worker for peace, and even a fighter for peace, 
Joseph has done mpre for the Jewish pulpit than any other 
English-speaking Rabbi. And also, besides his labours through 
the printed word and in the pulpit, he taught by his Ministry to the 
children. We honour and revere and cherish his memorial. His 
life is an achievement in which we can rejoice, a prayer to which we 
can say Amen. Even at the end, his eagerness for performance did 
not forsake him. So now, while we pray that the God of eternity 
with Whom there is no fretting, may shelter and protect him, that 
angels may receive him in peace for evermore; so also do we ask 
that the God of Creation fulfil in him the promise that the life of 
our master implies, to go on through the ages for further progress, 
for further blessing, for in this sense “ the wise have no rest, neither 
in this world nor in the world to come, for it is said ‘They go from 
strength to strength until they appear before God in Zion.’ ”’

The Rev. JOHN S. HARRIS writes: 

Among the many beneficent activities to which the life of the Rey. 
Morris Joseph was devoted, 1 would like to be permitted to bear testi- 
monv to the services he rendered towards the expression of the Jewish 
ideal of peace, and the endeavour to make it a practical reality. Morris 
Joseph's championship of the pea “ileal was not an aftermath of the 
Gre +t War. In his book cn Judaism, ,that presented to English 
readers so many phases of Jewish ideals, hitherto but imperfectly 
understood by either Jew or Gentile, he had, already in 1903, 
spoken in no uneertain terns of peace as’ a Jewish duty. Morris 


Joseph was not content with ecithe the written or the spoken word. . 


He was the founder, and, till a Tes months ago, the Chairman of the 
Jewish Peace Society, established a year or so before the war, with 
the object cf ene ouraging the p tion of Peace as a true expression of 
Jewish ideals. Mr. Joseph was no narrow sectarian. For the realisation 


of the Peace ideal he was prepared to join hands with any Church or 
form of religion, that would credit Judaism with the possession of the 
same ideal and work hand in hand for its advancement. It was in 
purstance of this larger tolerance that there was born the League of 
Religions for the Advance of Peace. as a direct outcome of the activities of 
the Jewish Peace Society. This League was ultimately merged in the 
Religions Committee of the Leacue of Nations. But the little Jewish 
Pea e Soci ty remained intact. even during the dreadful years of war, and 
Mr. Joseph continued to be its Chairman until last year, when the Society 
was reorganised under new auspices ae 

Rabbi A. MISHCON in the course of his sermon at the Brixton Syna- 
gogue on the last day of Passover said that the late Mr. Joseph, though 
ministering to the Reform section of the metropolitan community, 
observed much more. than he professed. His “Judaism as Creed and 
Life,” as well as his other writings, will long continue to afford instruction 
in our sacred faith, and to inspire a love for its observances. 

in his sermon on the 7th Day Passover, the Rev. MICHAEL ADLER, 
D.8.0,, B.A., paid a warm tribute to the memory of the Rev. Morris 
Joseph, who was his teacher and friend. His writings, said Mr. Adler, 
would Jong hold an honoured place in Anglo-Jewish religious literature. 


The Rev, Pr. 8S. M. LeHRMAN, M.A., prefaced his sermon on the last 
day of Passover, by paying a tribute to the memory of the late Mr. Joseph. 
By his many published sermons, said Dr. Lehrman, he acted asa guide 
and an inspiration to younger workers in the vineyard in which he was 
such @ faithful and skilled labourer.

Srr.—Mav 1 add some remarks to the very excellent ones already 
Captain and Mrs, Lewis-Barned with 
regard to the present policy of the Berkeley Street Synagogue. 

To me a Provincial, if not a child, at any rate a grandchild of 
the conservative Reform for which this Synagogue has always stood, 
this policy and some of the alterations in the ritual are a matter of 
keen regret. Since early childhood the impressive service in the 
beautiful building has always been one of the events of a visit to 
London. the memory of those who helped to found it, and who laboured 
with the best that was in them in its service is part of myself, and 
one of these memories is that of their cherished hope that some day, 
aid to a large extent that hope has been fulfilled, the time would 
come when there no bitterness between those who still 
trod the old paths, and themselves and their children. 

It seems to me that the heads of this present movement do not 
know where they are going, or it woul] be more correct to say they 
do not know where they are guiding other people: very few of the 
rank and file know the significance of the changes which are being 
made. They only know that life seems easier when certain old 
customs are given up or altered so that they resemble in some Way 
the customs of their non-Jewish fellow-citizens; they have no idea 
of the value of what they lose. It is true that we are all—Jews and 
non-Jews—children of the same Father, but we surely have a more 
serious responsibility towards those of our.own race and a greater

need of keeping as spiritually close to them as possible ; and most of 


them hate and fear these innovations with all their hearts. 

The old Berkeley Street idea that religious life and religious 
custom should be governed only by laws which are contained in the 
Bible, and not those which come from the Talmud, acknowledged 
the authority of the Bible. We most of us realise that to some 
extent the Talmudical tradition had to be relied upon as a guide to 
the interpretation of many of the Biblical laws; buf at any rate these 
people had a formula, Where is the present-day formula? -

DEAR SiR,—- My attention has" been drawn to the last Annual Report 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians; and I have also received information 
from which it would appear that the Jewish Board of Guardians has 
taken on the work of a voluntary employment agency for youths and girls, 
otherwise than under the Indentures of Apprenticeship. 

I gather that in connection with the placing of boys and girls other- 
wise than under the Indentures of Apprenticeship, the Industrial Com- 
mittee does not stipulate that facilities should be given for the observance 
of Sabbaths and Festivals. 

A representative of the Industrial Committee attends meetings of 
Schoo) After-Care Committecs, with our representative, and I think you 
will agree that it is very deplorable that two Jewish Agencies, working on 
conflicting principles with regard to a fundamental observance of Judaism, 
should be re presented on the same Committee, 

I should be glad to know whether I am under a misapprehensi-n with 
regard to the nature of the work undertaken by your Board as an cimploy- 
ment agency, and whether you have any suggestion to make with a view 
to avoiding a conflict in the future. I am anions, if possible, to settle 
this matter by friendly co-operation. It is of the utmost importance, 
however, that steps should be taken to prevent, or at any rate net to 
cnceourage, a lowe ring of the standard of Jewish Observance.

The whole question of apprenticeship and placing of girls and boys 
has been very carefully considered both by the Executive Committee and 
by the Board itself, and it has been decided to try for one year, as an experi- 
ment, placing those boys who so d@Xire as learners without indentures of 
apprenticeship. 

One of the reasons which influenced the Board was the fact that it 
was found Impossible to find masters in certain trades who would agree 
to the terms of an Indenture, and it was thought desirable to give boys 
every chance in their entrance into business life. Any boy who wishes to 
assure his observance of the Sabbath will continue to be apprenticed, and 
the Indenture contains a clause by’ which the toy cannot be obliged to 
work on the Sabbath or Jewish Holydays. 

For your information I may tell you that_in a very large percentage 
of cases where boys are apprenticed under our Indenture containing the 
clause relating to Sabbath observance, it has been found that boys, 
with the approval and consent of their parents, have been working on the 
Jewish Sabbath. It is quite impossible for the Board to prevent this, and 
in my personal opinion it is most unwise to. shut one’s eyes to the true 
facts.

The recrudescence of anti-Semitism 
at the German and Austrian universities is but indicative of the 
unhealthy frame of mind of the younger generation in both those 
countries. Half a century ago theorists differentiated various kinds 
of anti-Semitism. There was religious anti-Semitism, economic anti- 
Semitism, political anti-Semitism, social and cultural anti-Semitism, 
and lastly racial anti-Semitism. There is little comfort in the labels ; 
all alike bear testimony to the existence of the disease. That 
individuals 6r groups should produce antipathies is only one of the 
fundamental facts of life. Few of us pass through life without 
meeting someone who excites i deep and apparently quite irremovable 
antipathy. But it is evidence of culture surely to be able to control 
our antipathies, and to exercise a virtue which is often claimed as 
specifically Christian—the virtue of forbearance.

characteristics of our present civilisation is that if you go on repeat. 
inga thingoften enough, vou will find a large number of people ready 
to believe it. The newspaper magnates are only too well aware of the 
phenomenon, and politicians have used the fact as a ready instru- 
ment for their purposes. 

Some among us are apt to flv into a justifiable rage when they 
read of the stupidities of the anti-Semites. A more commendable 
attitude is rather to be grieved at the sight of this epidemic which 
is itself the symptom oO} unhappiness and discontent ; or alternatively 
of a belief in the excellence of force. “The current anti-Semitism in 
Europe is undoubtedly due to the anxious économic situation every- 
where, which produces bitterness of soul and a diseased outlook 
on life. The anti-Semitism of the age of Stécker was due in 
Germany to the new gospel of force, and in France to the suffering 
caused to the French national consciousness: by the defeat of the 
French in the Franco-German war. The vVictors in that war were 
filled with bluster, they were beside themselves with conceit ; and 
with such a superiority complex that everything that was not 
German was bound to be inferior. The vanquished were suffering 
from an inferiority complex, they were unhappy in their national 
consciousness, they were in soul-pain and took refuge in hate. There 
was not even originality in the choice of their scapegoat, or in their 
war-cry. There never is in anti-Semitic literature. -Its parrot-like 
repetition of lying slogans must inevitably sicken the mind which is 
in health. 

In that Jews become the victims of anti-Semitism they have a 
very special reason, apart from all others, to wish to see a world re- 
established on a prosperous basis. With a prospect of universal 
peace which has some foundation at least, and in the amelioration of 
the struggle for existence, men and women would obtain a happier 
view of life; with greater happiness there would be less anti-Semitism. 
Anti-Semitism is the result of hate. 
possibly harmonise. 


Hate and happiness cannot 
One thing-is certain. The acid test of the 
standard of culture of any generation or of any country is the degree 
of anti-Semitism prevalent there. If anti-Semitism tends to spread, 
be sure that the standard of culture is declining. lf there is no anti- 
Semitism the standard of culture is high. Goethe's opinion is worth 
quoting in this connection. “It is a curious thing about national 
hatred,” he said one day to Eckermann. ~~ You will always find it 
strongest and most violent in the lowest stages of civilisation. ’ 

Social hatred is, from every point of view, a deplorable pheno- 
menon. For one thing it is evidence that the body politic is ill; for 
another. it is like a boomerang. “ Hatred,’ as Casanova said, ~ in 
the course of time kills the unhappy wretch who delights in nursing 
it in his bosom.”

Stress is 
laid on facts which reveal the peculiar difficulties by which Jewish 
job-seekers are confronted, as many of them are refused employ- 
ment for purely racial reasons. 


Jewish Bankers, ‘But No Jewish Bank Clerks. 


A Judenrein Profession. 
‘From a Correspondent.—BERLIN}. 


The statement made some time ago by the German weekly 
WELTBUEHNE, that in Germany it is easier for a Jew to become a 
director of a bank than a modest clerk of the same institution 
sounds paradoxical, but further disclosures by the same paper more 
than confirm the contention. As a matter of fact it establishes 
beyond all doubt that Jews are being intentionally excluded from a 
profession in which no one can question their exceptional ability, 

Now, the WELTBUEHNE, a progressive journal of exceptional 
courage, publishes a further report from Frankfurt-am-Main, the 


home of German banking, giving a few more facts: The Disconto — 


Gesellschaft, formerly belonging to Rothschild, which employed 
until now eight Jews, has recently discharged three of them, so that 
out of a personnel of 325 it now employs only six Jews, including 
one director. The Deutsche Bank of which Mr. Wasserman is 
director, employs eight Jews out of a total of 430 employees. 
Further, the WELTBUEHNE cites the names of fourteen other leading 
banks in the city which, on principle, do not employ Jews and are 
absolutely Judenrein. No wonder German Jews complaing of 
economic hardship and unemployment. . 


“ Negroid-Jewish Culture.” 

Foolish Gibe of an Anti-Semite. 

[From our Correspondent.—BERLIN.) 


In the course of a debate in the Prussian Parliament, the anti- 
Semitic member Koch used the expression Negroid-Jewish Culture. 
What he meant was clear, he wanted to place the culture of the 
German Jew on a level with that of the Negro. That was very care- 
less, for the Jew has played such an important part in everything 
connected with Culture in Germany (Kultur -is the German word 
meaning advance in every sense of the word, but especially as 
applied to the fine arts, literature and music) that such an 
apellation means actually the defamation of that culture of which 
the German nation is so proud. Just now the well-known Jewish 
art collector, James Simon, has presented to the Kaiser-Friedrich- 
Museum of Berlin an invaluable collection of old-German pieces, 
while a German prince is selling his collection, the Welfen-Schatz, 
to the highest American bidder. 

And no anti-Semite will dare to deny that Goethe has played 
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a great réle in German Kultur. But he only became a Cultural 
after the German Jewess Rahel had paved the way for him, The 
German Jew Boerne helped the German poet Jean Paul to recogni- 
tion. And the great philosopher Kant, declared that the only man 
who first understood him and helped him was the German Marcus 
Herz. Nietzsche's first interpreter was the German Jew, Georg 
Brandes. And as for modern dramatists and poets, like Gerhard 
Hauptmann and Frank Wedekind, the Jewish critics had to fight 
for them against the anti-Semites. 


Would-be Murderer 


Anti-Semitism Installed at Jena University. 


From our Correspondent.—BERLIN. | 


Jena and Heidelberg are the most famous Universities in 
Germany. Of the two, I believe Jena to be the older and, perhaps, 
the more important. And Dr. Ruge is to become Professor of 
Philosophy of the Jena University, appointed, of course, by the new 
anti-Semitic Minister of Education for Thuringia, Frick. 

Everybody in Germany knows who Dr. Ruge is. In spite of this 
knowledge, it will be impossible to stop the appointment, however 
ashamed the nation as a whole may be. In order to safeguard 
myself against the charge of exaggeration, let me quote the 
following from the Fuchs-Machhaus Court proceedings that took 
place in Munich. The well-known anti-Semitic propagandist Hugsaw 
himself was forced to declare the following under oath : 

“ On February 17th, 1923, Dr. Ruge again asked me and Bau 
(another well-known anti-Semite! to his house to form a Tschecka. 
He proposed the exchange of blood in token of brotherhood 
(Blutsbruederschaft), which was done. Then Dr. Ruge said: * Any 
other oaths that you may have taken elsewhere have now lost their 
meaning for you. You are absolutely free to act as you please. 
You must try to find others to join vou. The first people on the list 
to be removed are Dr. Heim and Dietrich Eckart.’” Dr. Ruge then 
showed witness a little box containing poison; also bottles con. 
taining poisons and salts. He said, the fluids could only be used in 
tea, where they would kil! within six hours without leaving a trace. 
The salts would act as a poison in any fluid. Next day all met 
again at Ruge’s house. “He said he needed very much 
money for the Tschecka and asked me to go to Machhaus 
for it. He needed at least one-and-a-half millions goldmark 
(a goldmark equals a shilling) in foreign coin to secure his 
own family.” 
would turn the money over to Ruge personally. Witness then got a 
man named Weinbrecht to join them. This man and Bau were to 
stab Dr. Heim to death in Regensburg, while Dr. Ruge himself was 
to kill Dietrich Eckart by poison.

Nothing could show more clearly whither 
this unspeakable anti-Semitism is leading the land of Goethe and 
Kant.

Hungarian Jewry Fast Disappearing. 
From our Correspondent.—BUDAPEST. | 


~ Hungarian Jewry, particularly the Community of Budapest, is 
bound to disappear unless the present-day drift from Judaism is 
checked at once; such is the gloomy prophecy made by the Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Simon Hevesi and Rabbi Grossman in their recent 
sermons. The religious heads of Hungarian Jewry, in appealing to 
their flock to remain faithful to Judaism have this time been 


particularly alarming; they warned them that increasing inter. 
marriage, baptism and the falling off of the birth-rate, lead inevit- 


ably and certainly to the annihilation of the whole community, once 


s0 numerous and renowned for its learning. 


Rabbi Grossman concluded one of his sermons with a passionate 


call: “ My Jewish brothers and sisters, whither are you bound ? Will 
you deliver yourselves to self-destruction ?”’ 


The warning of the religious leaders this time made a stronger 
impression than usual upon the mind of the Community, perhaps 
because it coincided with the appearance of a volume issued by the 
Central Statistical Board, in which interesting data concerning Jews 
confirmed the contention that Hungarian Jewry is losing ground. 
The figures disclose that in the course of the last ten years the 
Jewish population of Budapest decreased by 2% instead of normally 
increasing. This can perhaps be accounted for by the fact that mixed 
marriages among Jews and Gentiles increased from 2.6% in 1919 


to 6.2% in 1929.

“A BI-RACIAL STATE.” 
From a Correspondent JERUSALEM. 


The Brit Shalom Society, which has for its aim the cultivation 
of friendly relations bétween the Jews and the Arabs, has published 
adetailed programme of its objects. The Society announces that 
its programme is based on the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate 
and that it aims at the establishment of a Jewish National Home in 
Palestine. At the same time it also bases its policy on the resolution 
of the Zionist. Congress of 1921, which announced.to the world the 
desire of the Jewish people to live in peace with the Arabs and to 
develop the country together. The programme of the Society is 
based. not ona desire to form in Palestine either a Jewish or an 
Arab State. The Society believes that Palestine should be a Bi- 
racial State with a guarantee of equal rights to the Jews and the 
Arabs, without any distinction between the majority and minority 
races. Jewish immigration into Palestine should be encoyraged and 
the improvement of the economic and cultural position of the Arabs 
should be promoted. The Brit Shalom is in favour of the gradual 
introduction of self-Government in Palestine. It also advocates 
increased agricultural education and credits for both Jews and Arabs, 
the re-opening of the Government Department of Commerce and 
Industry, and a “common Federation and Joint Chambers of Com- 
merce in the principal?cities for Jewish and Arab manufacturers 
and merchants. The tBrit Shalom is further in favour of joint 
Jewish and Arab Trade Unions and it strongly opposes the exclusion 
of Arab labour from Jewish works, as well as the exclusion of Jewish 
labour from Arab works. It demands the introduction of a tariff 
policy designed to encourage industry, the ultimate municipal 
control of the hospitals, and increased study of Arabic in the Jewish 
schools.
